Origins of Everyday Expression 


By THE CANADIAN PRESS 


During the last 300 years 
there have been many theo- 
ries advanced about the origin 
of the name Canada. 

One is that it comes from 
“Aca nada,” Spanish for 
“Here is. nothing,’’. a state- 
ment supposedly uttered in 
disappointment by Spaniards 
who found no gold when they 
landed on the shore of Bay of 
Chaleurs. 


Another is that it is a varia- 
tion of Canara or Canarta, 
names of places in southern 
India, and that it was chosen 
because the explorers perhaps 
thought. they had landed in 
India 


Still another is that it arose 
from ‘'Kanatats!"—They are 
strangers—shouted by aborigi- 
nals when the first Europeans 
came -up the. St. Lawrence 
River. 

These _ possibilities are 
among a few listed in A Dic- 
tionary of Canadianisms on 
Histcrical- Principles, a new 
work produced for the W. J. 
Gage publishing company by 
a team of lexicographers. 


NOT PURELY CANADIAN 


But while conceding that the 
etymology of the name Can- 
adc. is by no means clearly es- 
tablished; . the authors .de- 
scribe most theories as fanci-_ 
ful and pretty well coriclude 
that it was borrowed by the 
French. from the. Iroquoian 
word ‘‘kanata,”’ meaning vil- 
lage or community.

Mastery of their problems by 
the leaders of India could counter- 
balance the undoubted effects of pro- 
gress in Red China. 

The ambassador. cites a number 


_ of areas where impressive advances 


have been made. , Because of pro- 
gress in agriculture he sees the pos- 
sibility of India becoming self-suf- 
ficient in food production by 1971..A 
major factor.in any such self-suf- 


ficiency would, however, be a signifi-. . 


cant advance in birth control. In that 
field he believes a good start has 


been made. Family planning ranks 
second only to agriculture in India’s 


list of-priorities and a very able . 


group in the ministry concerned has 
set the goal of a 1985 population 
stabilized at 670 million. This is an’ 
objective demanding tremendous ef- 
forts but, as the ambassador points 
out, Japan has almost stabilized its 
population by reducing the growth 
rate from 3 :per rent to 1 per cent. 

Mr. Bowles does not minimize the 
seriousness of India’s current busin- 
ess recession. Anticipated large crops 
this year, however, could prove a 
counterbalancing influence —, and 
provided sufficient foreign aid is 
forthcoming, a significant forward 
movement may be expected next 
year. 

These are the views of a man 
with the background to speak with 
authority on India — a man who 
knew it in its more difficult days and 
who. offers cheer to those who hope 
that a democratic India could be the 
example for other undetermined 
Asian and African states.

Only a Plan Can\Rectify a No-Plan 


; basic cause of Canada’s current 
Sarinouiie disease seems to be lost 
in the superficial symptoms. It is simply 
that the whole concept of state panning 
has miscarried. 
When a nation can 
suffer from rising 
taxes, interest rates, ~ 
prices and unemploy- 
ment at the same 
time, it has achieved 
an economic miracle 
in four contradictory 
dimensions. It has 
magically; c ombined 
inflation with defla- 
tion. It has mixed oil 
and water. It has defied every economist 
frora Adam Smith to Kenneth Galbraith. 
Canada has even managed to add a fifth 
diinension by debasing iis political 
system along with its currency. 

Yet we have lived for years on the 
assumption that we had a plan, invisible 
tothe naked eye but reliable, that our 
affairs were in the cunning hands of 
experts, thatthe old risks had been 
forestalled by Keynesian economics and 
all-wise governments. 

If this was planning, it was planning 
for disaster. You might as well say that 
a man is operating on a plan when he 
slips over a banana peel and falls flat on 
his, face. 

Does all this-mean that there is no 
virtue and validity in national planning? 
Of course not. It means that the nation 
has failed to frame and carry through 
any workable plan, as a contractor, hired 
to build a modest house, ignores the 
architeet's blueprint and ends by build- 
ing a Tower of Babel. There was nothing 
wrong with Keynes's grand design, 
everything wrong with the politicians 


-who embraced and spoiled it. 


Retrosvective Evidence 


Concerning which we now have a 
remarkable piece of retrospective . evi- 
dence. Rebuking Robert Stanfield for his 
ignorance of finance, Finance Minister 
MitcheH Sharp said that ‘I have been 
the one in this country who has 
recognized the problem more quickly

It is only fair to 
add that very late, perhaps too late and 
oo little, he is. now doing various 
unpopular things knowing that they may 
destroy his personal ambitions. 

It is fair also to say that the two 
opposition parties, on the whole, have 
behaved worse than the government. The 
Conservatives, derfouncing the govern- 
ment’s extravagance, continually urged 
higher spending and, still more extracr- 
Ginary, less taxes, at least until Mr. 
Stantreld arrived. The New Democrats, 
by a kind of automatic, Paviovian reflex, 
denounced inflation and przposed every 
conceivable program that would turn a 
steady price rise into a break-neck 
gallop. 


Not Fully Recognized 

We must assume, anyway, that Mr. 
Sharp, as a man of unquestionable 
integrity, had’ not fully recognized the 
problem on June 1 or he would have 
framed a very different budget. Why had 
recognition ‘within the government been 
delaved so long? 

For many .,-previous months -the 
Economic Council, ‘most private econo- 
mists and businessmen, even ignorant 
newspapermen, had’ realized that the 
government was riding for a fall, that its 
deficits ensured a financial crisis and 
that all its policies in combination 
ensured a dangerous inflation. 

Why did: the government and the 
oppesition refuse to"heed any warnings? 
Not because they were’ dishonest but 
mairly because they thought the nation 
had a plan when it hadn’t; not because 
they were stupid but because they were 
frightened to look the facts in the face. 

On behalf of the politicians it will be 


said, and rightly, that they were no more 
mistaken than the nation. For several 
years the nation has been living in ‘an 
advanced state of ‘a, like a man 
with three martinis his belt, 
Prosperity went to its head and it 
demonded of the state far more than the 
state could possibly deliver, as the mini- 
state could possibly deliver, as the mini- 
budget admits at hast. 


No Excuse for Parliament 
But the mood of an imebriated nation 


which all other considerations are 


make parties; for these can live on 
heredity and, like the Guelfs and 
Ghibellines of medieval Italy, by memor- 
ies of past combats.” 
' I don’t suggest’ that the pursuit of 
power is unique to Canadian politics. It 
has been the’ engine’ and driving force of 
po'ities in all ages, paces and systems. 
But there are times when politicians 
worth their salt-are required to put their 
beliefs, and thé policies built on them 
ahead of power; when power, on any 
other terms, is a poisoned chalice. 
Clearly this is such a time in Canada 
— a time for real planning even if it 
means temporary political defeat for one 
party or another, a time when we: must 
see that with all the gaudy trappings of 
a plan there actually has been no plan 
worthy of the name. A time, in short, to 
accept the truth and start over again.

The experts have been arguing that 
problem for a great many decades.

sensibly ruled im favor of the faker, on 


the ground that Luca Giordano deserved 
to go scot free if he could really paint as 
well as Durer. 

Or think of the more recent case of 
the European millionaire who paid, a 
huge sum for a Picasso, and then heard 
its authenticity challenged. That time, 
the. remedy seemed simple, The picture 
was shipped off to be inspected by 
Picasso himself. He examined it care- 
fully and sympathetically. He asked what 
had been paid for it, and was told. 


Price Right 


“The price was right,” said Picasso 
shortly; and there the matter ended. . 

In the field of painting alone, one 
could go on for pages in this manner. 
Yet the field is actually less fertile in 
examples of this kind than many another 
area, in all of which countless collectors 
range -hungrily about, chequebooks at the 
ready. 

_.Consider, here, the supreme case ot 
the so-vailled “furniture of gods.” 

This magnificent set of chairs and 
sofas of the time of Louis XV was 
universally acclaimed as the finest in the 
whole world, as soon as it first attracted 
general attention in the mid-19h century 
collection of the Baron Leopold Double.

More Thais 


The Philippine government 
is unlikely to send more men 
to Vietnam than the 2,000-odd 
already there, whereas it is

American servicemen in the 
Land of the Emerald Buddha 
has improved to nearly 40,000, 
many of: them manning air- 
fields from which jet aircraft 
strike against the Viet Cong 
almost daily. 

The Chinese Nationalists 
have despatchel no troops to 
Saigon, and U.S. military 
assistance to Taipeh is tailing 
off. But last year Saigon was

Big Spenders 


Americans on leave from 

the war zone are arriving on 
the Chinese Nationalist island 
at the rate of 6,000 a month, 
and can be expected to spend 
nearly $20 million there in the 
next year. Nor are they the 
only visiting prodigals, for the 
newly-built air base in Central 
Formosa has been extended to 
take 4,000 U.S. Servicemen 
and ships of the Seventh Fleet 
are making more than 500 
calls a year at Nationalist 
ports. 
It is not necessary to be an 
ally of the Americans. in 
Vietnam to make an honest 
penny out of the conflict. 
Canada, member of the three- 
nation neutral International 
Control Commission, appoin- 
ted to supervise the ‘“‘peace”’ 
in Indo-China, has been ac- 
cused this month by Hanoi of 
contracting to-sell more than 
$270 million. worth of war 
material to the United States 
— and; this Communist smoke 
is not without confirmatory 
capitalist fire. 


Increased Trade 


Last year Hong Kong's 
exports to America rose by. 
nearly 20 per cent to more 
than $360 million, while the 
colony’s direct trade with 
South Vietnam was worth 
three times the 1965 figure. 

This trend continues every- 
where, Caught in the crossfire 
of her two neighbors, Singa- 
pore was badly hit; both by 
discriminatory tariffs imposed 
by an Unfriendly’ Malaysian 
Federation when the island 
left it under a cloud, and also 
by the dislocation ot trade 
with Indonesia following 
President Sukarno’s armed 
“confrontation” of these ter- 
ritories.

For Singapore, therefore, 
the war trade with South 
Vietnam has been a crutch at 
a crucial moment. In the first 
half of this year alone it was 
worth $50 million in sales: of 
steel, cement, prefabricated 
building, batteries and boots. 
Last year these exports were 
valued at $85 million — and 
the pocket republic only im- 
ported $10 million-worth- of 
Vietnamese goods in exchange. 


Meanwhile, 100 yards from 
my house here there is a 
particularly hideous block of 
flats has been converted into 
a hotel for Americans-on “R 
and R” (Rest and Recreation) 
from Vietnam. 


Hope for More 


Quiet of manner and open- 
handed with their cash, these 
men from the Mekong Delta 
spread fiscal sunshine wher- 
ever they shop — in Singa- 
pore, Seoul, Bangkok, Taipeh 
and Hong Kong (“Yankee go 
home?

compared with -$60 million for 
all of 1966. 


Business Boom 


Nor must the Americans 
themselves be forgotten. This 
war has brought roaring busi- 
ness to the big. industries of 
the United States, where 
stockholders. and steelworkers 
alike are reaping the respect- 
able. profits of escalation. 
Solicitous—of her own, 


America has protected her - 


producers against competition 
in the scramble to supply, and 
it is for this reason ‘that 
Formosa has now lost nearly 
40 per-cent of her much-prized 
sales of iron and steel to the 
Vietnamese. customer. 


The Soviet newspaper Izves- 
tia claims that even the 
Chinese Communists are cash- 
ing in by allowing Hong Kong 
firms covertly controlled by 
Peking to build barges for the 
Seventh Fleets. But this may 
be a: spiteful rejoinder to 
China’s apparent decision to 
stop selling tungsten to the 
Russians because Moscow in 
turn sells this vital and rare 
requirement of the modern 
war machine to the United 
States for a satisfying price. 

Foreign trade knows no 
frontlines, of course, the 
paradoxes like this are com- 


mon. An Australian govern 
ment that proudly puts 6,000 
men into Vietnam — and is 
sometimes quietly caustic 
about Britain’s receding chin 
in Asia — nevertheless ships 
wheat to China which goes 
straight from the quayside 
into sacks stamped 
Vietnam” — and the only 
protest is registered by Brit- 
ish seamen, who find them- 
selves conveying it there. 


The uncommitted naturally 
trade on both sides of no- 
mans-and, and none more 
assiduously than the Japa- 
nese, who have learned the 
hard way that it is more 
agreeable. to feed war than to 
fight it. 

In the past year, Japan has 
not-only valiantly nurtured — 
often in adverse circumstan- 
ces — her profitable com- 
merce with China, but has 
done sturdy business with 
North Vietnam in. machinery 
and chemicals, on occasion 
also selling the Vietnamese 
Communists cables and wire 
manufactured with American 
copper, which is notoriously 
scarce everywhere. 


Displeased U.S. 


This has displeased the 
Americans, perhaps because 
at the same time Japan 
makes the biggest killing of 
all third parties involved in 
the struggle for Vietnam. It 
has been estimated that 
Japan earned $1,000 million 
out of the Vietnam conflict in 
1966, nearly half of it through 
American war procurement 
operations, whose value 
soared nearly 40 per cent that 
year. 

The ,rest came from addi- 
tional exports to the United 
States to meet American war 
needs, from increased Ameri- 
can military spending in 
Japan (which went up sharply 
after dropping steadily for 10 
years), and from the boosted 
orders from Japan placed by 
Formosa, South Korea and 
other countries in the Far 
East and prompted by U.S. 
military contracts that had in 
turn set their own industries 
humming. 

Were hostilities to cease, 
Japan’s economy would be 
severely winded, and so would 
that of half-a-dozen countries 
in East Asia alone. 


Stick It Out 


But President Johnson has 
emphasized that the U.S. war 
in Vietnam was to protect the 
security of the’ United States, 
and that the Americans must 
therefore stick it out to the 
bitter-sweet end. 

This has proved very reas- 
suring. For it is widely agreed 
among the affluent of Asia 
that while the war may be 
jong and hard, the peace that 
followed it could be much 
longer and harder.

EVEN THE CANS WONT RUST AWAY 


There is a challenge for 
science in the nagging day-to- 
day social and environmental 
ills of society — problems 
that in many cases science 
itself has helped create. , 

Dr. Albert V. Crewe, of the 
Argonne National Laboratory 
in Lamont, Illinois, comes to 
grips with the issue in Physics 
Today, a publication of the 
American Physical Society. 
He puts it squarely to the 
scientists : 

e 


« .., Society is faced with 
a large number of problems 
or varying degrees of impor- 
tance and urgency. Each has 
some technological or scienti- 
fic content if we are willing to 
look for it. The new science 
and the new technology that 
are involved can be as 
exciting and interesting as 
many of the projects in. which 
we are not employed, It 
certainly could be a more 
rewarding form of endeavor.” 

Specifically, Dr. Crewe 
thinks science could help to 
clear up air and water 
pollution, and aid crime pre- 
vention and detection.

Air pollution is in many 
ways analogous to radioactive, 
fallout, he says. “From the 
earliest days of the use of 
radioactive materials we were 
aware. of. the dangers. Thou- 
sands of mice and guinea pigs 
have been used to study the 
effect of small amounts of 
radioactivity on living sys- 
tems. Networks ‘of informa- 
tion and decision-making bod- 
ies now exist on a national 
and international scale to set 
standards. Similar things 
could be done in’ the area of 
pollution.” 

Extremely sensitive devices 
have been made for measur- 
ing extremely small amounts 
of radioactivity, but there are 
few instruments to measure 
pollution. : 

“Each one of us is suffering 
from lead poisoning from 
inhalation of gasoline fumes. 
It jis: nonsense to protest that 
it, is harmless; we,just don’t 
know and it is a difficult 
scientific problem to find out. 


« “In only a few years no 
human being will be free from 
lead poisoning; that is, we 
will no longer have a standard 
of reference. In addition, oil 
companies are now experi- 
menting with nickel and other 
additives. What damage, if 
any, these new additives will 
do no one knows. We can be 
sure, however, that the Food 
and Drug ~Administration 
would not allow such additives 
in food without some evidence 
as to their effect on life. 


“Water pollution is an 
almost universal phenome- 
non,”’ Dr. Crewe says. “Indus- 
trial pollution: may be a 
necessary consequence of an 
industrial economy, and sew- 
age is certainly a natural 
consequence of civilization, 
but there is no reason why we 
should be content with - the 
amount of contamination. To 
take the example of sewage,

we are using a system of 
treatment that is centuries old 
and consists, basically, of 
doing nothing at all.” 


He suggests there may be 
ways of treating sewage with- 
out using huge amounts of 
water — for example, distilla- 
tion using nuclear heat. The 
size of the plant would be 
about the same as that 
projected for desalinating sea 
water; various groups are 
already considering an enor- 
mous nulkear desalination 
plant. Perhaps collaboration 
would-be possible. ‘After all, 
the problem of taking sewage 
out of water is not more 
difficult, and may. be much 
easier, than that of taking salt 
out of sea water.” 

Then there are beer cans. 
“The old steel beer cans were 
bad enough. But even they are 
not as bad as the aluminum 
ones, becatise the aluminum 
ones do not rust and have a 
lifetime that is virtually infi- 
ously needs a

when the beer is poured out.”

Her heart was transferred 
to the second operating thea- 
tre, where it was reconnected 
within minutes to the second- 
heart-lung machine and _ per- 
fused—fed—with cold blood. 

The _ perfusion continued 
during implantation of -the 
heart. 

Mr. Washkansky's aorta 
was clamped to isolate his 
heart from the blood circulat- 
ing.in the body and his severe- 
ly damaged heart was excised 
—cut out, leaving portions of 
both atrial chambers to serve 
as the stem on to which the 
new heart would be grafed. 

While the rest of Mr. Wash- 
kansky’s body continued to be 
perfused from the heart-lung 
machine, the donor heart was 
sutured in position, using fine 


were joined to each other, and 
following this the right -atria 
were similarly united. Next, 
the divided ends of the pul- 
monary arteries were sutured 
together;and lastly the two 
aortas were ‘joined, the cannu- 
la—tube—which~ perfused the 
grafted heart being removed 
during the final stages of the 
suturing of the aorta. 

The clamp of Mr. Washkane 
sky’s aorta was released, and 
the new heart was perfused 
by blood pumped into the 
aorta from the heart-lung ma- 


| chine. 


Air was excluded from all 
chambers of the heart, and 
the rewarming of the blood in 
the heart-lung machine was 
commenced, 

When the correct tempera- 
ture had been reached, the 
new heart was given an elec- 
tric shock through paddles 
placed on either side, and 
about 2% hours after it had 
stopped it started beating 
once more. 

The rewarming of Mr. 
Washkansky’s body continued, 
and about 20 minutes later the 
flow from the heart-lung ma- 
chine was reduced, and little 
by little the heart took over 
the circulation. 

Ten minutes later the 
heart-lung machine was 
switched off finally, and the 
new heart was beating strong- 
ly and supporting abundant 
life in its new body. 

The tubes connecting the 
patient to the heart-lung ma- 
chine were removed, and his 
chest was closed.

large doses, 

The first girl whose case 
they described came in be- 
having almost as if she were 
drunk, What she had been’ 
doing was to take too much of 
@ powerful drug designed to 
reduce her appetite and help 
her to reduce her weight: 
When this medicine was taken 
away from her, she got well. 

x * * 


A woman was hallucinating 
(“seeing things” or “‘hearing 
things’). Queéstioning’ showed 
that for eight years she had 
been overdosing herself with 
tranquilizers. In the month 
before she was seen, she had 
been taking eight or 10 tablets 
a day! One or two would have 
been the usual dose. 

Later, in came a 59-year-old 
man who was paranoid—he 
thought people were trying to 
harm him and were influenc- 
ing his brain by radar. He 
was found to be taking every 
day, for heart trouble, too 
large a dose of digitoxin, a 
drug made from digitalis, 
which is @ powerful, and 
sometimes toxic drug. The 
man’s heart was so poisoned 
by the drug that he was lucky 
that he didn't die, 

A 5l-year-old farmer came 
in with such ‘delusions ‘of 
grandeur” that he thought his 
wealth was inexhaustible. As 
a result, he had been hiring so 
many people that, as his 

family said, his farm “began 
to look like Grand Central 
Station,” Also, he had started 
writing big checks for 
strangers. He was found to be 
not only taking large doses of 
cortisone-like drugs by mouth, 
but he was giving himself 
cortisone by hypodermic 
injection.

Another patient came, suf- 
fering from narcolepsy, a 
disease which forces the per- 
son every so often to go to 
sleep. He had been given a 
strong medicine designed to 
lift himself out of this state, 
but what it did was to make 
him what we doctors : call 
hy pomanic—almost as ex- 
citable and talkative as some 
persons to be found in ea 
mehtal hospital. 

Another man came with 
what is called’an agitated 
depression, He kept walking 
around the house all night, 
wringing his hands in despair, 
and talking of suicide. This 
man had been taking too 
much of a strong drug to 
lower his blood pressure.

Skim Milk From USC Saves 
Thousands of Young Lives

Malnutrition is responsible 
for 70 per cent of all diseases 
in India. 

Little Azari Khatoon in a 
Salvation Army Clinic — in 
Caleutta weighed five pounds 
at the age of one, 


After 13 months of intensive 
feeding with Canadian-bought 
milk, she weighed 17.2 pounds, 


In the same city, 4 .three- 
and-a-half-year-old child was 
brought to the clinic weighing 

3 pounds—another four-year- 
old had never walked, due to 
lack of food. 

One woman carried her 
three-year-old . boy 175 miles 
on her back to see the doctor 
in Calcutta. 

It was easy, 
weighed 14 pounds, 

According to the director of 
the Bala Mandir Foundlings 
Home in Madras,. abandoned 
babies are delivered: at their 
threshold weighing thrée 
* pounds. 

Only once last year did she 
have one weighing the normal 
six pounds, 

“But out of 80 babies 
edmitted in 1964,’ she said, 
“only 10 had died.’ 

The others she has been 
able to save through Unitarian 
Service Committee skim milk. 

More than 70 per cerit of the 
children also have worms. 

Often the worms crawl out 
of the children’s noses and 
mouths, 

Often whole families in 
India have taken poison 
rather than face such starva- 
tion. 

The Indian government is 
doing its best—through food 
rationing to distribute wheat 
more fairly.

school last Monday. 

On the pretext.of playing a 
game called ‘junk man," the 
15-year-old got Emmanuel to 
climb into a packing case on a 
baby carriage chassis and 
pushed him to the death scene 
in the woods; police 
Emmanuel was bludgeoned to 
death.

EXCEEDS DEMAND 


Research work in the field 
of organ preservation’ may ad- 
vance sufficiently to allow the 
establishment of organ banks, 
but despite all these possible 
future expansions of the tech- 
nique the demand for new 
hearts is very likely always to 
exceed the supply. 

Artificial hearts are the log- 
ical alternative, and even 
though these are more likely 
to be freely available in the 
future, their development and

~years ahead. | ; 

The vast majority of human 
hearts function perfectly for 
up to 80-years, and few if any 
machines can match this con- 
tinuous performance. 


Consideration must also ‘be 
given to the criteria used in 
determining suitable patients 
for heart replacement, and it 
seems likely that this is a 
problem that will assume 
great importance in the very 
near future. 

Factors such as age, the ex- 
istence of other diseases and 
the importance to society of 
the individual involved may 
have to be taken into account.
